Chamberlain“ Last Opportunity—The Start- 


of Jefferies, the English Author—Attitude 
of Turkey in the Bulgarian Muddle—Ser- 
via’s Financial Sensation—A Destructive 
Hurricane at Bordeaux, France—Foreign 
News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
.Leypon, August 16.—After a prolonged 
season of dullness, as regards political news, 
the waters once more are suddenly stirred. I 
learn among the semi-official Tories that an 
autumn session is regarded as more than 
probable. The Government has great difi- 
culty in keeping the House together; 
no fewer than 148 members, all 
leading politicians, have already left. Every 
day, as the grouse-shooting season and the 
fine weather slips by, it becomes more dif- 
cult to hold them here. Should an autumn 
session be decided on, the House would hurry 
through the Irish estimate, then separate and 
meet again in November, when a number of 
small bills, which would otherwise be lost, 
might become laws. 
WHAT OF CHAMBERLAIN. 

The provincial papers have contained for 
days past long speculation§ from their Lon- 
don correspondents concerning the possible 
returp of Chamberlain to the Glad- 
stonian party. In most of these cases the 
wish, and in others the fear, is father 
tothe thought. Sincethe results of the Bye 
elections everybody is asking ‘‘What on earth 


country is changing its mind?“ On the 
other hand Chamberlain himself has on one 
occasion only shown any modification of 
tone. His other self, Jesse Collings, hag 
spoken in the House more venomously than 
ever. The one occasion was Chamberlain's 
desertion of the Government on the law 
bill. I have tried to find out what basis there 
is for these reports, and the. fol- 
lowing may be relied on so far as it 
goes: One of Chamberlain’s most intimate 
personal friends is a young politician, 
already of some personal distinction, a mem- 
ber of a titled legal family, who was defeated 
at the last election as a Unionist candidate, but 
who has since returned to Gladston- 
ianism on Trevelyan’s lines. He wrote 
Chamberlain some time ago, telling him 
familiarly that he was a great ass, not to 
take advantage of Trevelyan’s attitude and 
Government’s treatment of the land question, 
to make a bridge for bisown return. He assufes 
me that Chamberlain’s attack upon the Gov- 
ernment in the House of Commons was the 
first pile driven to support this bridge. If the 
Government had stood firm in refusing the 
Unionist demands Chamberlain would have 
definitely broken with them. To Chamber- 
lain’s regret the Government gave way and he 
was therefore unable to desert them as he de- 
sired to do. ' 
GOVERNMENT CHANGES. 

To-day, my informant says, the chances of 
Chamberlain’s and Churchill’s entering into 
the Government are greater than ever. Hart- 
ington, he adds, will not join the Ministry. 

THE NORTHWICH ELECTION. 

The results of the Northwich election 
will be very areat. It is by far 
the most complete and overwhelming presage 
of a future home rule victory that has yet oc- 
curred. The Unionists were boasting Satur- 
day of certain success andthe Liberals were 
not over confident, but the clean sweep at the 
polls has effected almost a political revolution. 

A STARTLING STORY. 
A special correspondent of the Liverpool 
Post publishes this morning a startling inter- 
view with a Government spy in Liverpool, re- 
garding a dynamite conspiracy there. The 
spy says: ‘‘For some weeks I have 
been engaged in trying to  ascer- 
tain whether such an unlawful so- 
clety was at all extant.

THE SECOND DAY’S WORK OF THE OITY’S 
WATER CARTS. ° 


Week or Two Required to Get the New 
System in Good Order—Col. Flad Talks— 
The Handling of the Fire Plugs—Inspect- 
ing the Sprinkling. 

Few events have been watched with greater 
interest than the first day’s street .sprinkling. 
Nearly every eye in the city was turned on the 
streets to note the result and to watch how the 
work would be done. It was examined criti- 
cally and of course many faults were 
in the method and in the result. It was nat- 
ural that it should be so, and that innumerable 
deficiencies should be discovered. Complaints 
of hasty and insufficient sprinkling and of 
even the missing of a part of some streets 
have been made by citizens. On the other 
hand there are statements to the effect that 
some streets were well sprinkled, and, as a 
rule, there is general satisfaction in portions 
of the city that have never been sprinkied, 
because even bad sprinkling is better than 
none. A Post-Disratou reporter who drove 
over the section of the city lying south of 
Franklin avenue last evening for a number of 
blocks where there has been littie or no 
.sprinkling, found many of the streetsin e- 
cellent condition and others again showed 
plainly thatthe carts had only made hasty 
trips. Some ofthe streets were thoroughly 
wet and muddy, butthe good sprinkling pre- 
dominated. This was immediately after the 
second sprinkling and was a fair test of the 
work. 

The complaints are of course mainly from 
the streets where regular sprinkling has been 
done by private contractors and where three 
and four sprinkles a day have been given. The 
change to twice aday is necessarily unsatis- 
factory and callout expressions of discontent. 
There can be little doubt, however, that many 
of the contractors went to work with poor 
ideas of the necessities of their districts. They 
did not have carts enough, and the drivers 
were not familiar with the use of the fire- plugs, 


so that in order to get around the teams had 
tobe rushed. Long delays were made by 
drivers who couldnot handle the plugs, and 
rushing was nin order. The work this 
morning was done in about the same style, 
with perhaps more yo in districts where 
the driverfound that their Toutes were too 
long to be covered slowly. On the asphaitum 
streets, for instance, only one cart was run- 
ning, owing to the — of the other cart, 
and it was utterly impossibie for the one cart 
to do the work.

inters on the conduct of the contractors. 

r. J. P. Walden, who lives at Montrose and 
Clark avenues, says: ‘‘ Yesterday morning at 
7 o’clock the carts pes in appearance and 
executed a double-quiek movement along the 
streets, the drivers at times making the 
mules run, and the consequence was 
that you could scarcely toll that 
the water-carts nad been along at all, 
— A parts being dry before the carts left the 
neighdorhood, and of course the streets were 
dusty all day. At 7:30 in the evening they 
again appeared and rushed over the streets 
even worse than they did in the morning. 
This morning the carts appeared much earlier 
on the streets, but only ran down the center, 
owe the sides dry, so that every convey- 
ance that comes along stirs up the dust, and it 
is driven into the hauses. 

Mr. Walden protests against paying forsuch 
sprinkling and declares thatthe contractors 
are doing it purposely, with a view of dis- 
gusting the public with the plan, and thus 
getting back the old system. 

The proprietors of the Globe Shoe & Cloth- 
ing Company protest againstthe way Franklin 
avenue was sprinkied. They say that sprink- 
ling twice a day is entirely inadequate for such 
a thoroughfare and the merchante will 
have to make other arraugements, 
which will give the contractors 
additional revenue, but under the present or- 
der ot things it will be impossible for mer- 
chants to do anything in the way of private 
sprinkling. 

Several communications have been received 
atthe office from residents of hitherto un- 
sprinkled districts praising the work in the 
highest terms. One of the chief difficulties ex- 
perienced by the drivers was the 

HANDLING OF THE FIRE PLUGS 

and some odd experiences are related in this 
connection. One driver got the plug opened 
and the pressure was high, so that a stream ot 
water shot into the air, and in the excitement 
he was unable to close it again, eo that 
the street was flooded with water. 
Bystanders had to * the driver 
out of his difficulties. thers tackled 
high-pressure lugs, and the stream 
of water nearly ocked the cart over and 
lots of water was wasted. Others ain let 
the water run for a while to clean out the mud, 
they said, and inthis way wasted the fluid in 
> quantities. Oue driver left a plug open 
and it had to be closed by a Water Office 
man. A few of them left the plugs 
leaking. Out in some of the thinly settied 
districts the plugs were buried and had to be 
dug out, causing considerable delay. Taken 
altogether, however, the use of the plugs was 
satisfactory, as only five plugs were reported 
out of order at the Water Commissioner's of- 
fice this morning. 

All the plugs reported out of order are not 
by any means due to drivers of sprinklin 
carts, as the drivers themselves found some o 
them in bad order and will report them. 

The new sprinkling system is a piece of vast 
machinery which has just been put in oper- 
ation, and itis natural that it should not run 
naturally and smoothly. It must be regu- 
lated, and time is required for this, At present 
the contractors of course run things pretty 
much as — r because the inspectors 
have not had time to get over their districts 
and report. As soon ag the inspection is made 
and the reports are in the contractors will be 
held to strict accountability and hasty and in- 
sufficient sprinkling will be prevented by de- 
ductions from the pay. 

STREET COMMISSIONER TURNER, 
speakin of the sprinkling to-day, sald: 
‘*While 1 did not arrive down-town until late 
in the day yesterday and hud little time to de- 
vote to spr ~ yet whenever I was on the 
streets 1 had it in my mind and noted 
what 1 could. I have no doubt 
that the system worked badly yesterday. 
I expected that it would. Itisa system, 
which is tried for the first time, and itis fol) 
to « t it to go into Operation smoothly an 
effectively at once.

Totals of 1888-86-87 Compared — The 


Managers’ Pest—Visiters Who Toll Not 


but Eat—A New Bule—The Excursion to

August 30. 


The first Fresh Alt Mission Excursion this 
summer was on July 1, and 800 children were 
taken for a ride upon the river. On the 6th of 


July but 880 took advantage of the wonderful 
opportunity to breathe fresh air. On the 12th 
there were 2,000 on board the Charles P. Chou- 
teuu when she left the landing for Wilson's 
Grove. On the 19th Dennis P. Slattery had the 
pleasure of counting 2,500 who took advantage 
of his generosity. There were 2,800 on the 
2th and nearly as many on August 2—2. 700. 
Last Tuesday there were but 1,500, 
as the day was cool. The low tem- 
perature this morning caused the number 
to be as low as 1,070. This would make the 
total for the season thus far 19,251. In 1885 the 
number was but 18,911; in 1886, 14,575. The dis- 
tribution in 1885 was as follows: The first ex- 
cursion was given on July 30, when there were 
1,200 children taken on the river. There were 
2,000 on August 2; 1,800 on August 6; 1,000 on 
August 10; 400 on August 14, as there was rain 
that day; 2,0000n August 18; 2,500 on August 
21; 1,700 on August 28; 58 on orphans’ day 
and 726 on September 1.

GRAND ENCAMPMENT. 


FALL FESTIVITIES. 


The Plan of Decoration as It Was Carried 
Out at San Francisco—Candidates for the 
Commandership—Gen. Sherman to the 
Front—A Breakfast to Newspaper Repre- 
sentatives—Grand Army Gossip. 


The most important of the features of the 
Grand Encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republicnow under consideration is the 
decoration of the streets and of the hall for 
the Encampment. This morning Mr. Foster 
of Cincinnati, a professional decorator, 
arrived in the city and looked 
over the ground with a vier to 
bidding on the decorations. This morning he 
went up to the Exposition and looked over the 
Entertainment Hall in which the Encampment 
will hold its session. Later he examined the 
Merchants’ Exchange Hall and looked over 
the principal streets down town. This after 
noon he will be in conference with the mem- 
bers of the Decoration Committee. 

The plan of decoration in San Francisco 
will serve toan extent as a model for the St. 
Louis Committee. One of the features of the 
San Francisco decoration, which has been fol- 
lowed out here is in the planting of beds ot flow- 
ers and foliage in appropriate designs. In 
San Francisco, at the Golden Gate Park, the 
badges of the different army corps were re- 
produced in flowers and evergreens. In front 


of the City Hall the lawn was — | in de- 
signs of army badges, and in front of a great 
many private residences the lawns blossomed 
out In the red, white and blue. 

THE DECORATION OF THE STREETS 

at San Francisco was very elaborate. Across 
all the principal streets inthe business quar- 
ter of the 2 were hung strings ot flags, the 
badges and flags of the different army corps 
being represented. There were flags 
of every conceivable design; flags of all 
nations, banners of the Grand Army, the 
Women’s Relief Corps and the Loyal ion. 
There were strips of bunting in the National 
colors swung across the street. Between them 
hung at intervals broad white banners, bear- 
ing the names of celebrated battiefleids. The 
streets of San Francisco were literally 
ceiled in with flags and bunting. On the 
buildings along the princes: streets the usual 
drapery was varied floral designs. Win- 
dows were set with flowers, and doors were 
hung with evergreen. Pictures of the heroes 
of the war decorated the building fronts. 

At Market street a huge arch had been 
erected. Its general design was that of a cas- 
tle. At either side of the street was a tower 
Ti feet in length and 16 feet uare. Upon 
these towers rested an arch 118 feet long, 
while smaller arches were thrown across the 
sidewalk. From the top of each tower floated 
the national flag. At the base of each flagstaff 
was a cluster of small flags fastened on either 
side with ashield. A Grand Army badge of 
heroic size hung from the center of the arch. 
Upon the arch stood a golden eagle eighteen 
feet high with wings spread over thirty-five 
feet of space. He formed the headpiece of 
the badge. The star, which formed the tall- 
piece, hung just clear of the arch. In the 
middle of the arch on one side was the 
motto, In God We Trust, and on jthe other 
side, ‘‘E Pluribus Unum.’’ At the bottom of 
the arch on one side were small shields with 
the badges of the different army corps. On 
the other side were the coats of arms of the 
Ststes. In the towers were four niches in 
which stood statues of Gen. Grant, Admiral 
Farragut, George Washington and Abraham 
Lincoln. These statues were 18 feet in height. 
Below the statues of Grant and Lincoln were 


the figures of a mechanic and a 
farmer. Below the statues of Grant 
and Farragut were the figures 


of a soldier at present arms, and a sailor 
with his cutlass at ‘‘attention.’’ One side of 
the arch was devoted entirely to war emblems, 
the other to emblems of peace. 
The decoration of the hall in which the 
meetings of the Grand Army were held was 
almost entirely in fage and bunting. 

ST. LOUIS DESIGNS. 
The floral decorations in St. Louis were be- 
gun some months ago. In Lafayette Park the 
lawns bear designs, worked out in follage 
lauts, of banners, shields and Grand Army 
evices. In Forest Park, on the principal 
drives, designs of corps badges have been 
worked out in parti-colored foliage plants, 
while one 1 oval design contains the words 
„Welcome, G. A. R., to St. uss.“ A num 
ber of private lawns are similarly decorated, 
—— oe Compton Hill being particularily 
noticeabie. 
In the matter of street decoration the St. 
Louis committee will be somewhat restricted 
by the elaborateness of the illuminating pre- 
parations and by the prohibition of banners 
across the streets. he committee has al- 
ready advertised for bids fora huge areh and 
has obtained promises that the public build- 
ings will be handsomely deco „ Prizes 
have been offered for private decorations. 
The committee will decorate Entertainment 
Halli handsomely and appropriately and will 
drape the Merchants’ Exchange for the 
reception of September 27.
